DEATH OF FORMER 
SUPERIOR COURT JUSTICE 


Washington, Dec. 11—Judge Ray, 


chairman of the judiciary committee, 
has called a meeting of the committee 
for tomorrow to discuss the important 
questions 
concerning anarchy 
and 


anarchists, and fw formulating an 
anti-trust measure. 


Washington, Dec, 11.—For the first 


time in the country's history the tariff 
controversy is assuming sharply sec- 
tional lines on the basis of east aad west. 
The old northern and southern contro- 
versy over the tariff has disappeared 
through the political ranqishment of the 
south. Then it was a dispute between 
advocates of protection and its open 
opponents; now,' the dispute is between 
two sets of protectionists, one seeking 
tariffs to promote eastern interests and 
the other western. 


This dispute focuses about four ar- 


ticles: sugar, wool, hides and lumber. 
The National Association of Beet Sugar 
manufacturers, is assembling in the 
city to take action to checkmate the 
plans of President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary Root far relieving the economic dis- 
tress of Cuba, and to support Secre- 
tary Wilson's ralorous efforts for the 
promotion of the beet sugar industry. 
It is becoming increasingly evident that 
western interests, of which this is one, 
will work in combination. 


John W. Springer of Denver, president 


of ihe National Live stock association, 
who* has just arrived here fdr the pur- 
pose of organizing a movement against 
any modification of the duties on wool 
and hVdes, intends to work with the beet 
sugar people, and other western inter- 
ests are rapidly gathering here in readi- 
ness for whatever tariff skirmishes may 
arise. 


Mr. Springer's views on wool and 


hides, since they are the ones that east- 
ern manufacturers of woollen goods and 
boots and shoes must meet, will be of 
interest He says that any reduction 
whatever in the tariff on live stock pro- 
ducts would mean the ruin of the 
stock-raising business, and "would raise 
a howl out of the west that would be 
heard clear to the blue Atlantic." Not 
content with letting existing tariff con- 
stitutions alone, he proposes to carry 
the war into the enemy's country by 
trying to secure the enactment of a law 
for the tagging of all finished woollen 
products with aa. official statement of 
the proportion of pure woo! which they 
actually contain. This is to checkmate 
the practice made necessary by the ex- 
treme duties on wool. 
Mr. Springer 


hopes to push this scheme forward as 
»n ally of the ptire food movement 


Eastern manufacturers-using lumber, 


wool and hides would greatly increase 
their export market were the cost «f tus 
raw material reduced. The sugar-made 
articles which would shrink up with 
free Cuban sugar would constitute an 
enormous industry; condensed milk 
manufacturers alone estimate that their 
sales would increase fornfold with free 
Cuban sugar, so large a part is this ar- 
ticle of the cost of their product. More, 
over, Cuban cane sugar Is refined on the 
eastern seaboard and shipped west, 
Trhereas in the beet region the refining 
would be done in the west 


Eastern wool manufacturing is lan- 


guishing under the existing wool duties; 
and1 the export trade in shoes is greatly 
retarded in its growth by the hide 
duties,. Eastern manufacturers of lum- 
bf r will gradually be driven west with 
the continuance of existing duties, snch 
as the Pnget Sound statesman desired. 


The material is thus abundant for * 


sharp strtiggle between eastern and 
western protectionists. Thus far the 
latter are so much more effectively or- 
ganized as to giro them great promise 
of success.

Unanimously Favored by the Ameri- 


can Federation of Labor 


Sertnton, Pa., Dec. 11.—The exclu- 


•ion of Chinamen, Japanese and other 
Asiatics from "American 
territory, 


ticket scalping legislation and the ad- 
visability of adopting a universal label 
for union made goods, were the prin- 
cipal questions that claimed the atten- 
tion of the delegates at yesterday's ses- 
sions of the American Federation of 
Labor. 


The resolutions advocating the exclu- 


sion of the Chinese were adopted by the 
convention with considerable hurran, 
but that part excluding natives of Japan 
and other Asiatic lands was killed. The 
Pacific coast delegation led the discus- 
sion on Chinese exclusion, but -were 
divided when ii«nne*to excluding other 
Orientals. The burden of the remarks 
of those opposed to the Japanese reso- 
lution was that Chinese immigration 
was the greater evil of the two and that 
to insist upon similar restrictive law to 
prevent a Japanese invasion may en- 
danger the passage by congress of the 
Chinese act. 


f he ticket scalping debate "was lively. 


The delegates representing the railway 
telegraphers opened the fight against 
the resolution, making the point that 
snch action was beyond the Jurisdic- 
tion of the federation. "When the viva 
voce vote was taken those in favor of 
permitting ticket scalping won by an 
overwhelming majority.

Temple has completed his report for 
the year of the w-ork done m his de- 
partment, and it is made up of de- 
tails of work that has been reported 
on as it was done av. -ag the year. 
The fact that tue past summer was a 
specially hard one for the highway 
department because of the many hard 
showers Is 
noted 
and commented 


upon. 


In opening his report Commissioner 


Temple says: 


An unusually large amount of work 


has been done during the year espe- 
cially in the fcfighway, stewfer. and 
•water .works departments. Tou will 
notice by the treasurer's report that 
the sewer and water .works accounts 
have been overdrawn to some extent, 
but this overdraft was due mostly to 
unusual 
weather 
conditions 
which 


were unavoidable. 


The two Beaver bridges and 
the 


Eagle street bridge have been com- 
pleted, and axe structures that seem 
to meet the approbation of all our 
citizens. 


The permanent work of street pav- 


Jng began in 1897 has been^continued 
along the same lines, and some 3600 
sq. yds. of brick have been laid in 
the streets, and over 600 sq yds on 
bridges this season. The state high- 
way commissioners favored us with 
another allotment this year of $5000 
of the state highway appropriation, 
and with the allotment of last year 
ha,ve fcnmi^etfed a. vXyi a|3oep^a,ble 
piece of state highway on Ashland 
street, from the Boston and Maine R. 
K. bridge, south to the north line of 
the Southview cemetery. 
An effort 


should be made to get an additional 
allotment during the coming year for 
an extension of this wort towards thp 
Adams line.

Great Hnmorirt the Moat 8onght 
For Speaker In America. 
I 


It seems that Mark Twain It to become 


famous all over again, but this time it 
will not be his pen that will bring aim 
fame—the pen that has made the whole 
fc-orld laugh—but his after dinner speech- 
es. In fact, it might saftly be said that 
the great humorist is already famous foi 
these speeches, for perhaps no man in the 
world is in greater demand for dinner 
parties. Recently the author of "Tom 
Sawyer" spoke at a banquet given to Ein- 
basstdor Choate, and he displayed such 
wit, such genius for pointed allusion, that 
even the choice gathering of speakers 
who were present listened in amazement. 
None of the speakers was so effective, 
none so quick to grasp a point and turn it 
to instant advantage. The following ex- 
tract is taken from his speech on that oc- 
casion: 


"On two anecdotes," he said, -"rests the 


greatness of this, country. The first one is 
that of Washington and his hatchet, rep- 
resenting the foundation of true speak- 
ing, which is the characteristic of our 
people. I will now tell you the second 
one. 
It is an anecdote of our guest, of 


the time when he was engaged as a young 
man with a gentle Hebrew in the process 
of skinning the client. The main part in 
that business is the collection of the bill 
for services in skinning toe man. 


"Choate's corespepdent (laughter) made 


out a bill for $500 for bis services, so 
called. But Choate told him he bad bet- 
ter leave that matter to him, and the next 
day he collected the bill for the services 
and handed the Hebrew $5,000, saying, 
"That's your half of the loot,' and induc- 
ing that memorable response, 'Almost 
thou persuadest me to be a Christian.' 


"The deep thinkers didn't merely laugh 


when that happened. They stopped to 
think and said: 'There's a rich man. He 
must be rescued from the law and conse- 
crated to diplomacy. The commercial ad- 
vantages of a great nation lie there in. 
that man's keep." 


On another occasion at Alexander hall, 


Princeton, Mark Twain said: 


"I have a scheme for the regeneration 


of the human race. You should econo- 
mize every sin yon commit and get A 
value out of it If you commit ft sin, siti 
down and think about it You must end 
by making up your mind that you will 
never commit that sin again. You should 
go to tlie next sin and use that in the 
gaase tray. Now, there are only 368 sins 
that you C2n commit, so that if you begin 
tomorrow aud eo:n.BBit ail of them you 
will be o-cl ia a. little over n yesr."

The fol'ov 
ing is taken from" one of 4Iiss Ho! 
house's reports on the British coucentn: 
tion camps in South Africa: 


"Imagine the beat outside the tents au< 


the suffocation inside. We sat on khnk 
blankets in Mrs. B.'s tent, and the sui 
blazed through the thin canvas—no chair, 
no table, no room, for either. On wet 
nights the water streams down through 
the canvas and comes flowing in, as it 
knows how to do in this country, undoi 
the flap of the tent and wets the blankets 
RS they lie upon the. ground. While we 
Bat there a snake came in. They said it 
Wag a puff adder, very poisonous. 


"I call this camp system a wholesale 


cruelty. It can never be wiped out of the 
memories ef the people. It presses hard- 
est on the children. They droop in the 
terrib'e heat, and, with the insufficient, 
unsuitable food, whatever you dp, what- 
ever the authorities do—and they are, I 
believe, doing tft«ir best with very limited 
means—it is all only a patch upon a great 
ill. Thousands pb'ysically unfit are placed 
in oonditicns of life w*ieh they hare not 
strength to endure". In fcoct of them is 
black ruin. There'are cases, too, in which 
whole families are severed and scattered, 
Ihey don't know where." 


Such was the effect of Miss Hobbouse's 


reports that thousands in England joined 
iu petitions to the government to check 
the growth of the conditions described.

York, befor;. the Publication society, 
Mark Twain said: 


"A cablegram a few days. ago stated 


that 'Russia in order to retrench has re- 
solved to withdraw the appropriation for 
public schools.' I ne 
vpected to see a 


humorous cablegram 
in Russia. To 


shut up schools to save expense is a joke. 


"Curious how history repeats itself. I 


heard the same great idea exploited in 
the valley of the Mississippi when I was 
a boy. An old farmer spoke. His idea 
was very much what yours is. He said 
that every time they stopped a school 
they would have to build a jail. 'It's a 
mistake to save money in that way,' said 
he. 'What you gain at one end you lose 
at the other. It's like feeding a dog on 
'his own tail. It- wouldn't fatten the 
dog.' " 


On the subject of dinner invitations the 


humorist has put himself on record as 
follows: 


"Invitations which a brisk young fellow 


should get and which would transport 
him with joy are delayed and impeded 
and obstructed until they are. fifty years 
overdue when they . reach bun. It has 
happened again In this case. When I 
was a boy in Missouri, I was always on 
the lookout for invitations, but they al- 
ways miscarried and went wandering 
through the aisles of time, and now they 
are arriving when I. am old and rheumat- 
ic and can't travel and must lose my 
chance. I have lost a world of delight 
through this matter of delaying invita- 
tions. Fifty years ago I would have gone 
eagerly across the world to help celebrate 
anything that might turn up. It would 
have made no difference to me what it 
was so that I was there and allowed a 
chance to make a noise. 


"The whole science of things is turned 


wrong end to. Life should begin with 
age and Us privileges and accumulations 
and end with youth and its capacity to 
enjoy such advantages. ' As things are 
now, when in youth a" dollar would bring 
you a hundred pleasures yoti 'can't get it; 
when yon are old; yda get if/ and there's 
nothing worth buying 'with it then. It's 
on epitome of life. 'Tho' first half of it 
consists of the capacity to enjoy without 
the chance; the last half consist! of the 
chance without the capacity."

COLLINS IS ELECTED MAYOB 


Street Co»i.»lssioner, Both Branches 


of City Government and School 
Committee All on the Democratic 
Side—Result of Other Elections 


Boston, Dec. 11.—The Democrats 


completely overwhelmed the Republi- 
cans in the city election yesterday, Pat- 
rick A. Collins being elected mayor over 
Thomas N. Hart, the present incumbent, 
by the largest plurality in a quarter of 
a century. In fact, a hasty glance over 
the records for the past 30 years fails 
to find so decided a victory. The Dem- 
ocrats also gained control of both 
branches of the city 
government, 


elected their 
street commissioner, 


Salem D. Gharles, and practically all 
their candidates for school committee. 
As usual, the city voted strongly in 
favor of Hcense. 


The result of the contest was fully a* 


much a surprise to the Democrats as 
to their opponents. The most sanguine 
prphet in the Democratic 
ranks 


claimed but 7000 Monday night for Col- 
lins, yet this plurality Was nearly tripled 
in the election yesterday, being 19,325. 
Last year Hart defeated Collins by 
2281 votes, and polled something over 
40,000. This year the total Republican 
vote-for mayor was a trifle over 33,000. 
the smallest given a party candidate 
for mayor since 1893, despite a registra- 
tion of almost 5 percent larger. On the 
other hand, Collins received something 
over 52,000 votes, the) largest given a 
candidate in the history of the city. 
Collins carried 18 of the 25 wards and 
•was only beaten in the other 7 by . a 
close margin. 


Among the Republican leaders, the 


weather came in for some of the blame, 
for it rained until after noon, and there 
were probably many supporters of Hart 
who stayed at home. But this could not 
account for the tremendous gains "iade 
by the Democrats in Republican wards 
dnd the great majorities rolled up in 
their own strongholds. 


It looked to a casual observer as if 


both parties worked hard in getting out 
the vote, and their combined efforts 
were certainly successful in getting over 
SO percent of the registered voters to the 
polls. 


Every one of the 191 voting booths 


were surrounded all day by tally clerks 
of both parties, with half a dozen car- 
riages ready to dash off after some de- 
linquent voter. 


Naturally there was some excitement, 


especially in the close wards, while in 
South Boston two prominent Republi- 
can pliticians were arrested 
on sus- 


picion of obtaining repeaters. 
This, 


however, was the only unfortunae 
feature of the day, for in the rest of the 
city the election was conducted with the 
utmost quietness. 


Salem 


Salem, Mass., Dec. 11.—After one of 


the hardest and most vigorously con- 
tested campaigns in the history of 
Salem, Mayor John F. Hurley was re- 
elected by even a greater majority than 
a year ago. Mayor Hurley secured 
control of the board of aldermeri by the 
election of four members whom he de- 
sired to be elected. The license rote 
waei Yes, 2995; no, 3070.

Maiden, Mass., Dec. 11.—The Republi- 


cans carried the city by a wide margin, 
re-electing Mayor Charles L. Dean for 
the fourth time and three-fourths of 
their candidates for the city govern- 
ment.

TAUNTS, DERANGED HIM 


Haver&ill Man Finally Killed Dis 


turber of His Domestic Affairs 


Haverhill, Mass., Dec." 11.—A self- 


confessed murderer, John D. Mtitch, 44 
years old, of this city,' is locked up, 
having shot and killed James Oakes, SI 
years old, a snoemaker, last evening. 
The tragedy occurred at 6:35 o'clock and 
there was only one witness, so far as is 
known, that one beihg Mrs. Mutch, 
wife of the prisoner. 


The act is supposed to have been 


committed in a fit of jealous frenzy 
caused by Oakes' attention to Mrs. 
Mutch. The story of the latter is rei* 
vague. She even refused at first to ad- 
mit that she had been a witness to the 
crime. The details as, given out by tlie 
police are as follows: 


Mutch had heard of the attentions 


paid his wife by Oakes, and had been 
taupted with the fact to such a degree 
that several times be had become tem- 
porarily deranged, Last evening he 
went to the bearding house at the corner 
of Emerson and Oak streets, where 
Mrs. Mutch boarded, and looking in 
through a window he saw his wife in 
company with Oakes. He waited until 
they came out together, and then 
stepped out in front «f them in the full 
light of a street lamp. A few hasty 
w«rds were spoken by the men, Mrs. 
Mutch not taking part in the con- 
versation. Suddenly Mutch drew a re 
volver and fired at Oaken, the ballet tak- 
ing effect in the chest. At the sound 01 
the shot a crowd quickly gathered, and 
a police ambulance was summoned, in 
which the wounded man was conveyed 
to a hospital. When the ambulance 
arrived there, however, Oakes was dead. 


After he had fired the shot, Mutch 


ran to the police station, where he gave 
himself up, stating that he had shot a 
man. As it was not then known how 
serious the outcome had been. ?!utch 
was charged on the books with assault 
with a dangerous weapon. 
Later, 


when the news of Oakes' death was 
learned, the charge was changed to mur- 
der. 


Brave Seamen Drowned 


Halifax, Dec. 11.—Four seamen be- 


longing to the Norwegian steamer Filla 
lost their lives in a brave attempt to 
reach shore for assistance for their 
ship, which had become disabled. The 
steamer, when off Scatterie Island, lost 
her propeller. The captain called for 
volunteers to man a boat to go to Louis- 
burg for assistance and five of the crew 
responded. There was a strong north- 
easterly gale blowing and a high sea 
running, Suddenly a terrific sea swept 
over the boat and she fined and sank. 
The five men fought bravely against 
death, but they were too exhausted and 
one by one they sank, until only ono re- 
mained. By a superhuman effort he 
reached the sswes of Malnadiem.

IS FACING BANKRUPTCY 


Cuba Injured by the Opposition 


to Reciprocity 


SITUATION IS.NOW CRITICAL 


Proposition That President Send a 


Special Message to Congress Advis- 
ing Enactment of a Temporary 
Measure-May Sleet Opposition 


Washington, Dec. 11.—The agitation 


in congress in opposition to reciprocity 
with domestic sugar producers against 
any such policy on the part of our gov- 
ernment threatens to cause a deadlock 
at 'east between the clashing interests, 
and delays which may ruin the unhappy 
island. 


It is doubtful whether General Wood 


has fully apprehended till very lately 
the real conditions in Cuba, which are 
quite apart from all questions of poli- 
tics or government or sanitation or de- 
fense. He now seems to have come to 
a realization that the situation is cnti- 
cal; that the next step taken by this 
government may settle the fate of the 
new republic in advance, by giving it a 
fair *tart or sending itinto bankruptcy. 


It is for this reason that a plan has 


becu laid before President Reoseveit, 
and by him submitted to the cabinet, 
for a temporary or provisional measure 
whereby Cuba shall be permitted to 
sent! her present crop of sugar into our 
ports either free or at half the present 
rates of duty. The idea is to confine 
this measure to the crop on which grind- 
ing is just beginning and limit the period 
of its operation to say six months from 
the date of enactment. 
Such a con- 


cession to one season's product, it is ar- 
gued, could not possibly jeopardize any 
American interest, and if it will be nec- 
essary to save Cuba from disaster it is 
believed that the sentiment o'f the 
people of the United States will be 
practically solid in its favor. 


If the administration find no impedi- 


ment to such a course, it is proposed 
that the president send a special rues-' 
sage to congress advising the enactment 
of a bill to the effect suggested, de- 
scribing the impending ruin of all the 
small planters who have to harvest their 
crops with capital borrowed at extor- 
tionate rates of interest; calling atten- 
tion to the fact that we are pledged by 
every considerati&H ef justice and honor 
to help the new republic get suf ely iipen 
its feet; and suggesting That to «lo away 
with) all inisundeistaadJna: of the pur- 
pose and SL'.JP^ of fliis>raergoiicy legis- 
lation, it is sgscifieally clcsignated an 
act of grace and good will toward the 
people of Cuba^at the very beginning 
of their era of" freedom, and that future 
commercial relations 1 etwoen the two 
countries be left to be settled at the 
discretion arid convenience of congress. 
The objections thus far raised by mem- 
bers of "congress whe have been ap- 
proached on this subject are three: 


(1.) Thatso»e'of^the On*an planters 


have doubtless stored large quantities 
of sugar of past crops,'waiting for such 
an opening as this, and that the export 
to the United States would therefore be 
larger than anticipated. 


(2.) That the eugar refining trust 


would be a great beneficiary of any re- 
moval or reduction of duties on Cuban 
sugar, and hence that the act of the ad- 
ministration anfl of congress would be 
regarded by many critics as a surrender 
to the trust 


(3.) That other countries having 


treaties of commerce and friendship 
with us would raise a cry against our 
discrimination in favor of Cuba. 


To the first of these objections the 


answer is obvious that we must not be 
deterred from taking righteous course 
because a selfish use might be made 
of it, to the second that if we were to de- 
sist from any action on no better ground 
than that a trust might get some benefit 
from it, we should have to wipe out our 
entire protective system, and to the last, 
that, Cuba being not yet an inde- 
pendent state, but a dependent ward, 
no independent state would or could 
raise the question of discrimination. 


The president is deeply interested in 


giving Cuba a fair and happy start on 
her career as a separate republic, and 
will do all he feels that he can to that 
end, but the canal treaty is before the 
senate, and he doubtless would prefer 
to see one question settled at a time, 
rather than three of four confus3d. 
This may involve a trifle longer delay 
In his action.

Owing to the persistent and nearly al- 


ways successful attacks of the Boers 
upon the lines of railway held by the 
British forces iu South Africa General 
Kitchener is taking a leaf out of General 
Sherman's book cad building blockhouses 
to limit the area of their operations. 


The plan heretofore has been to leave 


detachments scattered along the lines, 
with a larger force at junctions and 
bridges, and in this way nearly half the 
army has been out of the fighting, except 
as the Boers attacked here and there. 
Despite the numerical strength of the 
army on guard and its vigilance by day 
and night the Boer has cut in time after 
time and burned or blown up bridges, 
torn up miles of track and captured 
trains loaded with stores. 


A great many blockhouses are now 


being erected at distances varying from 
1,000 yards to a mile apart on the open 
Around and so preventing the passage of 
the enemy's wagons. Even if small par 


ties of the Boers break tbrough the Hoes 
they cannot exist within, as the districts 
have been denuded of supplies. By this 
system, too, a number of posts which 
formerly required a guard of from 300 to 
400 men are now even safer with from 70 
to 100 men only to hold them. 


The blockhouses are composed of iron 


plates bolted together and are made in 
England and shipped out They are proof 
against bullets, and the little garrisons 
would be able to stand a siege of a week 
or more if artillery was not brought to 
bear. 
They are supplied with 8,000 


rounds of ammunition, food for fourteen 
days and water for seven days in tanks 
carefully protected from rifle fire. The en 
trance to one of them is so small that it 
is necessary to crawl tbrpngh it, and there 
is a tangle of barbed wire about to pre- 
vent a too close approach by the enemy. 


The smaller of the blockhouses is held 


by twelve men under a noncommissioned 
officer, while some of the more important 
ones are garrisoned by from fifty to a 
hundred men. Twenty men can build 
three of the miniature fort* ia two day*.

knocks once, and only once, at everj 
man's door and, unbidden to enter, comes 
not again. It is almost ten years since 
opportunity appeared before the door ol 
Albert Cameron Barrage, a pool Boston 
lawyer, and was instantly recognized by 
him.

One of the 
ablest attorneys in Boston was retained 
to examine Mr. Burrage's statements re- 
garding the company's charter. He re- 
ported that Mr. Burrage was right. Tlie 
result was that the Brookline Gas com- 
pany passed into- the hands of what is 
generally known as the Standard oil in- 
terests. 


Just about fhe same time the contract 


for lighting the streets of Boston expired. 
Mr. Addicks had been enjoying a virtual 
monopoly of this, but the Brookline Gas 
company came forward and underbid the 
Boston Gaslight company, represented by 
Mr. Addicks. A bitter fight at once en- 
sued. Mr. Burrage paralleled the lines 
of the old gas company and struggled 
with it for patronage. Finally Addicks 
enlisted Thomas W. Lawson in his ba_ttle 
against Rogers and Burrage. After a 
conflict of three years an agreement was 
reached that stopped further competition 
between the tw6. Mr. Burrage's work 
not only won for him enormous fees, but 
identified him forever with the Standard 
oil interests. Out of this he has made his 
wealth.

He was born in the town of Ash- 


burnham, Mass., in 1859, but left it when 
only three years old, his family removing 
to California. When he was eighteen, he 
returned to Massachusetts for the pur- 
pose of entering Harvard. At that time 
money was a scarce article with him, so 
scarce that he had to earn his way 
through Harvard, which he did by find- 
ing employment as a tutor. He gradu- 
ated in 3883 with honors and after tak- 
ing a course in the law school was ad- 
mitted to the Worcester county bar. 


Mr. Burrage had already decided that 


Boston would be the scene of his business 
life, so he fitted up a little office in that 
city. Then he settled down to his pro- 
fession, grinding away as almost every 
young lawyer has to grind and waiting, 
like Mr. Micawber, for something to turn 
up. What did turn up hag already been 
indicated. 


In the meantime he had married, his 


bride being Alice Haskell, the daughter 
of an old Roxbury family. Mr. Burrage 
took up his residence in Rorbury and be- • 
gan to dabble in politics, becoming one 
of the most active lieutenants of the Re- 
publican party in that section of Boston. 
In 1802 be was elected to the common 
council, where he obtained an excellent 
reputation for effective work. Next year 
he ran for alderman, but was defeated 
and has never held any political office 
since unless his service as a member of 
the Boston rapid transit commission can 
be counted euch. It is whispered that 
one of his ambitions is to be mayor of 
Boston. 


For the last four or five years Mr. 


Burrage has been giving a good deal of 
attention to copper.' It is curious to note 
that this is also the chosen field of his 
rival in the gas fight, Mr. Lawson. Mr. 
Lawson was one of the projectors of the 
Amalgamated Copper company. It was 
he who interested Mr. H. H. Rogers in 
that venture, and it was Mr. Rogers, pre- 
sumably, who induced Mr. Burrage to 
become a director of the company when 
it was being organized.

many more than were supposed to be 
in town, and this makes it clear that 
the disease is epidemic. Thus far 
the cases have not been especially se- 
vere, but the prevalence of the dis 
ease is alarming. The oases are scat 
tered all over the town, showing that 
there is no particular locality affected 
more than others. 


Dr. Morse is carefully investigating 


the water supply, and is endeavoring 
to find out what its condition was 
for some time aft^r the August flood, 
which seriously damaged the -water 
works. 
Until the repairs on the 


mains and service pipes were com- 
pleted the quality of the water sup 
ply, it is thought may not have been 
up to the usual standard, and Dr. 
Morse will look into this matter thor 
oughly.. He believes he will be able 
to locate the cause of the trouble, and 
it is to be hoped that he will, for there 
Is no mistaking thp 'act that the con 
ditlo'ns at present are very serious. 


Dr. Morse stated yesterday that 


the number of cases of typtroid fever 
in Adams at the present time exceeds 
those in all the rest of the state. 


Today'. Investigation* 


Dr. Morse completed his investiga- 


tions thas morning and returned to 
Boston this noon. He spent the whole 
forenoon , with Chairman McPgck of 
the local board in his investigations, 
visiting 30 of the houses where there 
are cases. The doctor believes he has 
discovered the cause of the disease 
and has told the local board, but 
wishes to be absolutely certain and 
will make no statement to the public 
until after his tests at Boston, which 
wi'fl be made on something he took 
with him today. 


It may be said that the water is not 


the cause,} as feared, and also that 
the cause,\ as he now believes it, is 
not due to^'diny negligence on the part 
of the town oflicers. Dr. Morse asked 
the local board^'to take every precau- 
tion to check the spread of the disease 
and left- directions that it is believed 
will accomplish that end.

Let IB iarentor get hold of iomething 


that he folierei will be a great success, 
and he will spend years of his life to per- 
fect it. This is so in tbe case of S. N. 
ilcClean of Cleveland, who, after twenty 
years of hard work, has succeeded in per- 
fecting a new type of firearm that may 
revolutionize warfare. That there is a 
good deal in the invention is evident from 
the fact that no less a maq than General 
Joseph Wheeler is interested in it and 
will head a company for its manufacture. 


The McClcan firearm fires five bullets 


in less than half a second, ejecting, load- 
ing and firing the cartridges automatical- 
ly. The ammunition is made up in strips

of five, which are fed into tbe magazine 
by a single motion. Then the weapon is 
ready for firing, and at each pressure of 
the finger the whole fire bullets stream 
from the muzzle. 


About four inches from the muzzle of 


the gun a small bole is bored, and con- 
necting with this hole is a tube running 
back to the breech. Through the hole iu 
the barrel about six pounds of gas gener- 
ated at each discharge escapes into the 
tube. Inside of this tube is a piston rod 
which moves with every inrush of gas 
and by acting against a coiled spring pro- 
vides the power which neutralizes the 
kick and also ejects the old shell and slips 
a new cartridge into place. 


Counteracting the recoil is perhaps tbe 


most i dical improvement on the gun, for 
the strain upon soldiers using small arms 
and upon gun carriages and mounts in 
field and ship batteries is one of the most 
serious problems confronting military ex- 
perts. It is known that in battle a great 
many ishots are wasted,because the sol- 
diers flinch from punishment due to the 
kick of the gun. 


This invention not only applies to an 


infantry rifle, but to field artillery as well, 
though the company will probably make 
a specialty of one, two and three pounder 
guns. The one pounder fires five projec- 
tiles a second with the same automatic 
action. Owing to the lack of recoil the 
carriages of the big guns can be made 
much lighter than those now used, effect- 
ing a great saving of weight. 


It is said that government experts who 


have tested the new McClean firearm 
were mnch impressed with its possibili- 
ties. General Wheeler declares that with 
one regiment armed with the vreapon he 
could annihilate three regiments using 
any other rifle.

Slaialve Tomb Per the Body ot tic 


Late Vice President. 


Soon after the death of Vice President 


Hobart his widow decided to build a tem- 
ple to his memory, and a beautiful mau 
solemn is being erected in Cedar Lawn 
cemetery, near Paterson, N. J., which 
will be the last resting place of his body. 


The tomb is a striking one and is in the 


form of a Boric temple, solid and mas- 
sive, free from ornament and a pure ex- 
ample of Greek architecture. It is rapid- 
ly nearing completion. All of the materi 
als used in its construction have been spe- 
cially selected under the direction of two 
well known New York architects who 
prepared.the design. 


The Hobart mausoleum will cost nearly 


$100,000. It is being built on part of 
twelve lots in the cemetery which include 
and adjoin the family plot of Socrates

Turtle, who was Mrs. Hobart's father. 
White granite will constitute the exterioi 
of the main building, surrounded by four 
massive fluted columns of the puiest 
white Parian marble, aud these will be 
surmounted by Doric caps. Four gar- 
lands will be carved on the front and rear 
of the frieze over the portico; 


The heavy bronze doors of the tomb are 


ornamented with piece work, and the in- 
terior is lined with white marble. The 
building is 22 feet 7 inches in height, 39 
feet 8 inches long and 21 feet 2 inches in 
breadth. Under the dome the body will 
rest in a marble sarcophagus, and by its 
Bide is a second sarcophagus which is de- 
signed for the final resting place of Mrs. 
Hobart. In addition there will be sis cat- 
acombs for other members of the family.

John H. Mack carried his campaign 


into Blackinton last night, speaking 
to an audience of about 40 in the F. 
M. T. A. hall. Mr. Mack arrived at 


8.20 o'clock and took hi' place on the 
platform with John Monahan, Andrew 
Paul, Michael Fleming, George Bra- 
man Marshal Ford and Daniel Hurley. 
Air. Monahan acted as chairman of 
the meeting^and after a few prelim- 
inary words Introduced the democratic 
candidate for mayor, who spoke in 
part as follows: 


We are in the midst of a municipal 


campaign in which Mayor Wilkinson 
and myself stand before you asking 
for your support as men of different 
characters and different opdnions. I 
shall speak forth my sentiments free- 
ly and without reserve-. 
My critics 


have said that I am too young. To 
this, I plead not guilty. 
Some have 


said that J am not well versed in city 
affairs. To this I plead guilty. But 
I have been educated in the severe 
school of adversity and have been 
guided by one light, the light of ex- 
perience and common sense. You may 
be sneered at and villified by a sub- 
sidized press, but if your statements 
come from the heart they will find a 
response. 


Judging from 
his address Mayor 


Wilkinson evidently relies "upon two 
points: The reduction of the public 
debt and the reduction of the tax 
rate. Mr. Mack then went on to deal 
with these questions much as he has 
in previous speeches. 


A Three Cent Fare to Blackinton 
Continuing be said, Mayor Wilkin- 


son dealt largely with the past. The 
future concerns the people. I would 
ask the mayor if he still favors taking 
the Colgrove property for a public 
park. I do notj and if elected will 
consent to its purchase only when 
commanded by the people. The speak 
er then called attention to the fact 
that Mayor Wilkinson was silent in 
regard to the granting of street rail- 
way franchises and dwelt at some 
length upon the question. A declara- 
tion that he would work for a three 
cent fare to Blackinton was greeted 
with applause. 


Grade crocains; Comment* 


Passing from 
this question Mr. 


Mack took up the grade crossing is- 
sue, which he made the chief feature 
of his speech, saying: I take issue 
with mayor Wilkinson on his expla- 
nation of why the grade crossing has 
not been abolished. Three years ago 
I began to look into the matter. What 
every other city in the state has done 
North Adams has failed to do. The 
mayor says the cost to the city would 
be between $60,000 and $100,000. But 
only 10 per cent of the total cost is 
paid by the city, the railroad and 
state paying the rest. Therefore ac- 
cording to the mayor's figures the 
total cost would be between $500,000 
and $1,000,000! If the mayor can show 
that the plan is impractical I take no 
issue with him. 


He says there has never been an 


accident at the State street crossing. 
Must wie wait for an accident to take 
advantage of the law? He says that 
delays will be obviated in time. I 
don't see how, until the crossing is 
abolished. 


Tried to Scare Property Owner* 


The mayor didn't get the beginning 


of the grade far enough back; why 
didn't he begin it at Gutting- corner 
and scare the property owners a little 
more 
As a matter of fact the* grade 


could begin opposite Welch's. 
The 


bulk of the elevation would come on 
the south side of the street, and the 
property values would be raised in- 
stead of lowered. There are at pres- 
ent no costly buildings in that location 


One of the mayor's statements, if 


correctly reported, strikes me as very 
extraordinary. It is to the effect that 
if the railroad is required to raise its 
tracks the station must be raised, and 
the grade from Braytonville will be 
so great that it will interfere with the 
running of trains. I can com*> to but 
one conclusion: That iR his opinion 
the convenience of the B. and M. road 
is more to be considered than the con- 
venience of the people.

tion, and Marshal R Ford was intro- 
duced, and said briefly:
